The Funeral Services of Mrs. Bald- 


win—The Sermon. 


Yesterday afternoon occurred the fun-

At the church the choir opened the 


services with an anthem. t The responsive 
reading of the burial ritual of the church 
by the pastor and choir followed.

A chant by the choir 
then preceded the sermon delivered by 
itev. Sophie Gibb, who took her text from

More Policeuieiufor Paris. 


The Paris police f orce^which now num- 


jers 6,100 men, is aboutsto be increased 
to 7,300. The metropolis'will thus, let us 
»pe, be better protectetfcafter dark than 
.t has hitherto been, andrmidnight burg- 
.aries, garrotings -and murders may be- 
come of rare occurrence. At the present 
moment the number of gardiens cle la 
pais id altogether insufficient for night 
duty, and you may wander half a mile 
sometimes, aftef having left an out of 
the way theatre, without meeting a 
policeman. Moreover, thorperilous parts 
of the city—places'like'th&old Boulevard 
du Crime—are usnallythiyworst guarded 
after the shades of evening begin to 
deepen. It is true that at night the 
policemen always go about in twos, but 


n they have longer beats-to traverse. 


The usual extent of grotmd>rovered by a 
policeman in his illot, or""beat," is one 
kilometer during the day. At night the 
two men tramp over two .kilometers, or 
one mile and a quarter,.and thus it fre- 
quently happens that theyaro half a mile 
or more from the scene of a midnight 
brawl or an organizcdattack of maraud- 
ers on sonic belated citizen. The pro- 
posed increase in the number of the forco 
may remedy this stato of things, but it 
is rather strango in the meantime that 
the augmentation was notithought of lie- 
fore, considering that, as M. Loze, pre- 
fect of police, pointed out- in his report 
on the subject, the number OT gardiens 
has remained the wirae since 1871, al- 
though the population of Paris lias been 
increased within that time by 400,000 
souls.—Paris Dispatch in London Tele- 
graph. 


New Railroads in 18S9. 


The list of new railway lines'Construct- 


ed during 1889 shows that tho total addi- 
tion to tho main track railway mileage 
of the United States during the year will 
vary very little from an even 0,000 miles. 
This is tho smallest construction recorded 
In any one year since 188r», when the to- 
tal increase was but 3.5SS miles. The 
ronstruction iu the intervcningyearshas 
been: In 1880, 8,171 miles; in 1887, 12,- 
C08; in 1881, 7,281 miles. The bulk of this 
year's construction has been done in the 
Bouth. Over 2,000 miles of the new lines 
reported to us lie south of the latitude of 
Cincinnati and cast of the Mississippi 
river. Washington, however, has had 
the greatest increase in railways of any 
angle state, 333 miles having been built 
there in 1889. 
Georgia conies next with 


315 miles, and then follow North Caro- 
lina with -74 miles, Texas with 270 miles, 
and Mississippi with 212 miles. Sixteen 
other states report between 100 and 200 
miles, and in Vermont, Rhode Island, 
New Mexico, Arizona and Nevada no 
new track laying has been reported. 
Very few long lines have been built this 
Reason, but there has been a great num- 
ber of nc\v short branches and exten- 
sions, especially in the east. Tho total 
number of separate lines on which track 
was laid during the year \vob 253. This 


ork was donu by 197 different compa- 


nies. The average length of each exten- 
sion, therefore, was almost exactly nine- 
teen and one-half miles. 
In Canada, 


during ISS'j, 733 miles of track \verc laid, 
and in Mexico the construction amounted 
to 309 miles.—Engineering News. 


Romance of Garters. 


Ladies will be interested to hear of the 


thirteen p;iira of garters ordered forthe 
Princess Sophie of Prussia, the bride of 
the Duke* of Sparta, according to old 
Holieuzollern custom. These were not 
for wear, but for distribution us souve- 
m'rs-of the marriage. In ruder times, 
and even still in loss exalted ranks of 
life, the bride's garter was ami is a kind 
of perquisite for the bridesmaids, to be 
cut up and shared among them to bring 
each young lady good fortune. In Ger- 
many each bride of the Ilobenzollems 
gives a garter to be laid up in tho mu- 
seum at Berlin. The collection is beau- 
tiful and curious, some lifty or sixty in 
number, from the homeliest in quality to 
the richest embroidery on silk and daz- 
zling witii jewels. The thirteenth pair 
of Princess Sophie's 'vrp of pale blue silk 
and clasped with large diamond bucKlta. 
These are the historical garters sent 
back to her own country after tho cere- 
mony. 
Of the remaining twelve it is 


understood that she gave one to the 
reigning sovereign, and the other eleven 
to-the Greek nobles of high rank who at- 
tended the bridegroom to the altar. All 
the thirteen pairs of garters have gold 
buckles with the bride's initials in dia- 
monds; but the blue and white, supposed 
to bring good fortune, which went to the 
museum, are the most beautiful and 
costlv of the whole set.—Oncp a AVcek.

the reasons for the \arious changes and 
additions 
Concerning Section 2 which 


provides that all invoices of imported 
merchandise shall be made out in the 
currency of the place or country from 
whence the importations may be made 
llr 
MoKmley says 
It is deslrabls 


and necessary that an invoice shall In 
all cases state tbe actual transaction aa 
It occurred 
between the buyer and 


seller 
Under the present law the In 


voice must be made out in the currency 
of the country where the merchandise 
v.as procured or purchased 
although 


borne other currency may have been 
actually used as Is frequently the case 
Shippers sometimes find It to their ad- 
T&ntags in a country having a deprecl 
ated currency to have their invoices 
made out in that currency rather than 
thecurient money of another country, 
actually paid 
In such a case tho in- 


voice is not a truthful statement of the 
transaction 
It often occursl that in 


•voices are presented at our custom 
houses made out in the currency actually 
paid, which is not that of tbe country 
where the merchandise was purchased 
This under the present law, would not 
be a legal Invoice and causes inconven- 
ience and trouble to all parties con 
cerned

The Water Works. 


The work of overhauling the pumps at 


the Water Works, commenced some 
months ago, is nearly completed and 
Chairman May, of the Water Works eom-^ 
mittee, behoves the work of repairing the 
Ciapp & Jones pump will be finished this 
week. This machine has been given a 
very thorough overhauling and the com- 
mittee in charge of this affair believe 
that the pump will answer all require- 
ments made upon it, and be as service- 
able as an entirely new one. There will 
then be three pumps at the works and as 
two are as many as are ever needed, even 
when the greatest pressure is demanded, 
we may rest in the assurance that so far 
as the pumps are concerned we have 
ample fire protection. 


While discussing the water works the 


filter then was incidentally mentioned, 
and Alderman May said that for its kind, 
the filter now in use was as good as could 
be expected and that the work it was 
now doing was all such a filter could do, 
This filter was entirely rebuilt last fall, 
does not leak as the old one did, ard it 
was so constructed that it is believed the 
current is not sufficiently strong to wash 
away the covering put on it. Mr. May 
says while he Ims no idea the matter will 
come before the council for immediate 
action, we should have a new and differ- 
ent style of filter from the one now in 
use. The needs of the city surely demand 
it. He fnrther said when asked as to the 
probable cost of such an affair, that ifc 
would probably be 820,000. Personally 
Mr. May is in favor of such an expendi- 
ture for this puipose. At present there 
are two very serious obstacles to be over- 
come. First, the aldermen are not all of 
the same opinion as he is. Second, even 
if they were, the necessary money is not 
in the city's treasury. In the meantime 
we will of necessity take such water as 
the mains furnish us.
